All my life I have been impressed with men who seemed to have so 
much time, and yet who had accomplished so much. In their offices, and 
out upon the golf field, or at some recreation resort, they seem the idlest 
of men—but what a picture their background must be—could we but be 
allowed to take a peep therein! 
The organized man makes no fuss about the fact. His very simplicity 
of action seems the most natural in the world. 
His presence vibrates 
through his entire organization. 
I believe Henry Ford to be the best organized man I have ever m et— 
and hts organization, as well, is Henry Ford. I once attended a delight­ 
ful luncheon at his experimental farms at which he had all the main of­ 
ficers of his great organization. He remarked to me: “Well, Adams, here 
you see the Ford Motor Company!” Luncheon over, all the other men 
went back to Dearborn 
to work. Mr. Ford and this writer walked over 
the farmland, visited a school that Mr. Ford had restored, talked about 
children and tilings. "W hittier’s Maud Muller’ is my favorite poem," said 
my friend. 
Nothing gives me a greater thrill than to stand before a great print­ 
ing press and see it pour out newspapers by the thousands—so fast that 
you can hardly see them fall. A perfectly organized machine—yet organ­ 
ized by the mind of man! 
This organization business cannot bo learned from books. It has to 
be thought out. There is no greater textbook, however, than nature itself. 
The heavens and the earth beneath are both perfectly organized. 
If men and women were better organized in themselvs, there would be 
little fear in the world and the major troubles of life would be tackled, 
and mastered, as mere exercise!
